General Funston reportéd to the War 
Department late this afternoon that ~a 
patrol of three American “soldiers. on 
duty near the New Hatchet ranch in New) 
Mexico was fired upon by~ two armed 
mounted men Saturday night, and that 
Private Lee W. Saunders of Troop K, 
Twelfth Cayalry, was wounded in the 
leg and hand; not dangerously. The 
shots are supposed to have been firéd 
by Mexican raiders. . A détachment un- 
der command of Lieutenant Lang -has 
been ‘dent. to. investigate ‘the \incident. 
General Funston’s report says his infor- 
mation is that the situation at that point 
is not considéred serious.

DEPUTY ASSAILS SALANDRA. 


Accuses Retiring _Cabinet of Fo- 
menting Anti-Teuton Riots. 


ROME, June 12.—King Victor Em- 
manuel today received Antonio Salandra, 
the retiring Premier, who presented the 
resignation of the Cabinet. 

The resignation of the Ministry, which 
was made known yesterday, was offi- 
cially announced today in the Senate 
and the’ Chagiber of Deputies, upon 
which both houses of Parliament ad- 
journed. 

A short but stormy discussion fol- 
lowed the announcement of the Cabinet's 
resignation in the Chamber. The attack 
on the Ministry was led by Signor 
Turati, leader of the Intransigeant So- 
cialists, who charged the Ministry with 
responsibility. for the ‘anti-Austro-Ger- 
man riots at Milan and other towns 
when Italy declared war. 

Signor Salandra protested against the 
accusation,. and was.warmly applauded 
by two-thirds of the Chamber.

remained doubtful. 

‘“*I am too far from the scene of bat. 
tle to put any particular construction 
on either the German or British: objec- 
tive in that historic collision, but the 
British victory is rendered: more than 
ever plain by the fact that a squadron 
of the: latest dreadnoughts and battle 
cruisers made its way through, the 
channel between Denmark and Sweden 
and reached a_ certain Russian port, 
where the warships are now at anchor. 
This has made it possible to send news 
of the movement, particularly as the 
passage of the narrow waters was con- 
ducted in the face of attacks by a Ger- 
man destroyer flotilla. 

‘The Germans are consequently fully 
aware of the fact that British warships 
in overwhelming strength and mount- 
ing guns without an equal in the whole 
German Navy are now commanding the 
naval situation in the Baltic and have 
tightened.the strangle hold blockade on 
the doomed empire's throat. 

“The German claim that the War- 
oy and Princess Royal were sunk in 
the Skagerrak is answered by the fact 
that both the great war machines are 
now in the Baltic, besides a formidable 
squadron of others.’’

AUSTRIA’S SECOND PLIGHT. 
On the northeast Austria-Hungary 
is formidably protected by a spiked 
fence nearly 7,000 feet high, called 
the Carpathian Mountains—all except 
Galicia, a rich province of 80,000 
square miles, which lies just outside 
the fence, entirely exposed to the 
covetous gaze of Russia. If there 
were anything in the naive idea of 
natural boundaries, then Galicia ought 
to be Russian, because it Is on the 
Russian side of the Carpathian fence, 
and in its present status it is bound 

to be forever a bone of contention. 

One of the first two things Russia 
did on the outbreak of the war was 
to invade Galicia; the other was to 
invade East Prussia: The invasion 
of Galicia as-far as the Carpathian 
fence progressed swiftly, because, for 
one teason, the onset was very sud- 
den, and, for another, the Austrians 
were inferior’ to ‘the Russians in the 
exercise of warcraft, Czernovitz, ‘in 
-Bukowina, then Lemberg and Prze- 
mys], all’ Austrian strongholds, fell one 
after another, to the dismay and hu- 
miliation of Germany’s proud ally, 
and then the Russians began to climb 
the fence. They got within sight of the 
plains of Hungary inside. Also, they 
threatened Cracow, at Germany’s end 
of the fence, and. that was a very 
serious matter for Germany. Perhaps 
ag nr much. onthe" account as for love 
ofrsaving Austria-Hungary, the Ger- 
man General Staff stopped everything 
else and turned on the Russians. 
What the Germans did was to thrust 
themselves. wedge-like between the 
Russians and the fence; then, with 
their backs to the Carpathians, they 
pushed with their whole strength and 
expelled the Russians suddenly from 
all Galicia.’ CzernovitZ, Lemberg, and 
Przemysl were recovered.

Under the new law the army offers a 
career to young men. Army service 
should not be regarded as a competitor 
‘in the labor market with civil employ- 
ment. An intelligent, physically capa- 
ble young man who enlists should 
know that he will have as good a 
chance te get a commission, either 
through a course at West, Point which, 
is now open to deserving men in the 
ranks or by direct appointment from a 
noncommissioned officership, as he 
would to gain advancement from’ a 
humble beginning in civil life. He 
should have the important \facts im- 
pressed upon his mind that after 
year of good service, if his rating is 
excellent, he may be retired to the re- 
serve, and that membership of the reg- 
ular army reserve hereafter will carry 
distinction with it. He should be in- 
formed of the new opportunities for 
vocational training at the army posts. 

Slowness in upbullding the army, if 
it continues, will provide material for 
criticism. The Adjutant General should 
arouse himself to the need .of put- 
ting .more energy into the recruit* 
ing system. If all the old methods fail, 
he must try new methods. The men 
are in existence, , they can be obtained 
by getting at them.

CONFESSES MURDER PLOT. 


Woman Pleads” Guilty to Hiring 
Gdnmen to Kill Gregorio George.

WHITE PLAINS, -N.~Y¥i,, June 12.— 
Following the testimony of Mrs. Mary 
Figolio that Kittie McCormick of Gar- 
den Street, Hoboken, N. J, nag agreed 
to accept $50 for hiring the two gunmen 
who murdered Gregorio George at Dobbs 
Ferry on Jan. 15, James F. Dalton, her 
counsel, in the Supreme Court at White 
Plains today, where she was on trial 
for complicity in the murder, suddenly 
¢ stopped: the trial and offered a plea of 
guilty to murder in the second degree. 
Assistant District Attorney William J. 
Fallon accepted the plea, and Justice 
Morschauser immediately sentenced her 

to Auburn Prison: for life. 

William McNamara, 19 years old, has 
been sentenced to the electric chair, and 
“Mrs. Antonetta George, wife ‘of the 
victim, has receivéd a life’ sentence for 
participation in the murder plot. Before 
the McCormick woman’ was. sentenced 
she signed a confession: which, District 
Attorney Weeks’ believes, will convict 
two other persons for participating in 
the killing of George.
